Chief Thiel, represented by John 


Wadlin of Highland, entered a plea 
of not guilty to both charges, 
counsel asked for 20 days to make 
any desired motion regarding the 
case and bail was continued. 


On Sunday afternoon, June 18, 


several men drove with Chief Thiel 
on what has been termed by in- 
vestigating officials as a "joy ride" 
with the fire truck to Marlborough 
and on the way home the truck 
crashed near the Hepworth place 
and two men were fatally injured. 


Anthony Fanizzi, 44, Milton grill 


proprietor, and Clarence Alsdorf, 
35, of Milton were the two men 
killed in the crash. Chief Thiel was 
injured and confined for a long 
time to a Poughkeepsie hospital.

Price for Annuities Would 


Be 30 Per Cent Below 
Insurance Level 


Modern Romeo Uses Legal Ladder 


Washington, Nov. 14 UP)—A 


proposed expansion of the social 
security program under which in- 
dividuals 
could buy 
annuities 


from the government paying up 
to $100 a month at maturity has 
been 
submitted 
to 
President 


Roosevelt for consideration. 


Senator Wagner 
(D.-N. Y.), 


sponsor of the 
social 
security 


legislation, was said reliably to- 
day to have discussed the annuity 
proposal with Mr. Roosevelt at a 
recent White House conference. 


Details of the Wagner plan re- 


main to be worked out, but well- 
informed sources said 
it would 


provide: 


That any citizen could buy an 


annuity "insurance policy" pro- 
viding up to 5100 a month from 
the government at a cost 30 per 
cent less than he would have to 
pay a private insurance company. 


That annuities be sold through 


postoffices in the same manner 
that postal savings 
and baby 


bonds are handled. 


Wagner told reporters he had 


been advised by one insurance 
official that such an annuity pro- 
gram would do little harm to the 
private insurance business. 
In- 


surance companies, the 
senator 


added, are interested primarily in 
annuities, paying more than $100 
a month. 


Expected to Make Proposal 
Wagner is expected to propose 


the new plan shortly after Con- 
gress ' convenes in January. It 
was considered possible in some 
quarters 
that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 


might'recommend the scheme in 
his annual message on the state 
of the nation. 
In addition to the annuity plan, 


the administration also may seek 
a general expansion of the social 
security program to bring in self- 
employed workers, domestic help 
and agricultural employes. 


Such workers are not covered 


now by the old-age insurance 
provisions of the law, under which 
employers and employes are each 
taxed one per cent on salaries 
and wages. Starting next year, 
annuities will be paid from this 
'fund to those who retire at 65, 
after having paid the tax long 
enough to build up a reserve suf- 
ficient to obtain benefits. 


These payments, however, are 


fixed on a definite formula based 
on 
the 
worker's 
income and 


duration of employment. 
Under 


the formula any worker retiring 
in the next few years could not 
obtain 
more than about S50 


monthly. 
There is no 
present 


provision whereby a citizen can 
purchase 
the annuity 
in the 


amount he chooses. 


Wagner estimated that expan- 


sion of the existing program to 
the three additional classes of 
workers would affect about 10,- 
000,000 persons. He said that 
many persons now exempt 
are 


demanding that they be permit- 
ted to participate.

At His Home in Tennessee 


La Follette, Tenri., Nov. 14 Wt 


—Rep. J. Will, Taylor (R.-Tenn.) 
died of a heart ailment at his 
home here early today. He was 
59 years old. 


Dr. R. J. Buckman said Taylor 


was found dead in bed by his 
wife, who was attending him. He 
had suffered a heart attack at 
10:30 o'clock last night. 


Taylor, 
Republican 
national 


committeeman, 
had driven 
to 


Knoxville from. Washington Sun- 
day and then to his home here. 


Recognized as the Republican 


"boss" in Tennessee, he had repre- 
sented 
the 
strongly-Republican 


second congressional district of 
the Volunteer State since 1919. 


Prior to his election to Con- 


gress, Taylor served as.postmas- 
ter and mayor of La Follette, and 
in 1913 he was appointed state 
commissioner 
of insurance. He 


was chairman of the.state Repub- 
lican committee in 1916. 


Familiarly known as "J. Will," 


the Tennessean was born in a 
two-room cabin in the mountains 
of Union county. He was grad- 
uated in law from Cumberland 
University at Lebanon, Tenn., in 
1902. 


Republican "Boss" 


For many years James Willis 


Taylor was recognized as the Re- 
publican "boss" in Tennessee. 


Starting to earn his living as a 


country school teacher at the age 
of 14, he entered politics about a 
decade later and made his way 
to Congress and the powerful post 
of Republican national commit- 
teeman from his home state. 


It was the latter position to 


which he first was chosen in 1922, 
that earned for him the sobriquet 
"boss," for the post enabled him 
to dispense federal patronage in 
Tennessee under Republican 
ad- 


ministrations at Washington. The 
second district, which he repre- 
sented for a number of years be- 
ginning in 1919, received abund- 
ant recognition-during Republican 
eras, sometimes more than entire 
states. 


In 1926 a group of Republicans 


sought to wrest Taylor's power 
from him. They made complaint

that Taylor as national commit- 
teeman and ex-officio patronage 
referee for Tennessee had collect- 
ed tribute to finance what was 
called his "political machine." 


"I don't deny," Taylor said at 


the hearing before Butler, "that 
friends of mine in office and out 
of office'have helped defray, the ex- 
penses of my political battles. I 
contend that it is entirely com- 
mendable and is a common prac- 
tice in every state in the Union." 


Attempts were made to have 


Taylor indicted by federal grand 
juries in connection with patron- 
age matters, but these also failed 
and Taylor went smilingly on his 
way. His supporters said he always 
was ready to forget feuds and re- 
new friendships and that this prin- 
ciple aided materially in his re- 
peated re-elections to Congress. 


Born in Mountain Cabin 


Taylor was sent to Congress in 


1918, defeating "Dick" Austin, who 
had been representative from the 
second district for a number of 
years. Prior to thi selection Tay- 
lor served as postmaster and may- 
or'of LaFollette. In 1913 he was 
appointed state insurance commis- 
sioner by Governor Ben Hooper 
and served one term. He was chair- 
man of the state Republican ex- 
ecutive committee in 1916. 


Taylor, familiarly known as "J. 


j Will," was born August 28, 1880, 
i in a two-room cabin in the moun- 
tains of Union county. His father, 
James Willis Taylor, was a coun- 
try storekeeper, justice of the 
peace and for two terms a mem- 
ber of the Tennessee legislature. 


J. Will was graduated in law 


from Cumberland University at 
Lebanon, Tenn., in 1902 and re- 
turned .to LaFollette,• where he 
maintained his residence through- 
out his political' career.

BUZZING EARS, NAUSEA 


Most cases of dizziness are due to some disturb- 


ance of the car or the liver.

has sudden attacks of dizziness as its outstanding 
symptom together with nausea and vomiting. "Deaf- 
ness" and tinnitus (singing in the ear) may occur 
just before or after the attack of dizziness, nausea 
and vomiting. The a I Jacks are so suddenly severe 
that patients are 'struck down' and walking without 
aid is usually impossible. It is this "suddenness" 
and being struck down and unable to walk without 
help that is the real difference between Mcnier's 
disease and the orclmory feeling of lightheadedness 
and dizziness.

Washington, Nov. 14 —Many 


people have wondered how the 
British wtf French government 
notwithstanding 'their heavy in- 
debtedness of the last world war 
can finance the present war 
Lately it has become apparen 
that America is really responsibly 
for the financial resource* which 
the allla have today and that in 
this war instead of lending $10, 
000,000,000 to Europe the United 
States has virtually made a pres- 
ent to the British and French of 
about $3,000,000,000. 


.Before 1934, the United States 


government was willing to pay 
only $20.67 for every ounce of 
newly mined gold but ever since 
that date a bonus of about $15 an 
ounce has been paid by the treas- 
ury here for all gold, mined any- 
where in the world. 


Calculating this bonus or sub- 


sidy, which, unlike a loan, docs 
not have to be paid back, the 
total amount of the gift to the 
rest of the world is approximately 
$6,000,000,000. 
This means that foreign coun- 


tries have exchanged their gold 
ounces for American dollars buy- 
ing securities in American com- 
panies and building up their bal- 
ances in American banks. It is 
true the treasury earned a big 
bonus or profit on gold already ac- 
cumulated by the United States 
before 1934 but the largest ac- 
cumulations that have come in 
from foreign countries since then 
have been those of newly mined 
gold or old metal exported to 
America in the natural course of 
trade. 


The original purpose of the 


bonus was not of course to enable 
Europe to finance a war but 
merely 
to maintain 
American 


trade and particularly to assist 
American products. Farm prices in 
1933 were down and the devalua- 
tion of the gold dollar was in- 
tended to make them rise. Al- 
though farm prices did rise for 
awhile other factors entered into 
the situation, and, until the pres- 
ent war boom started, the agricul- 
tural price scale was about as far 
down as the time when the de- 
valuation of the dollar began,, thus 
nullifying almost entirely the gain 
derived from the devaluation step. 


As for the other prices of com- 


modities not measured in interna- 
tional terms or in gold, there has 


been relatively little change. That 
is why devaluation 
of the gold 


content of the dollar has been vir- 
tually meaningless in a domestic 
sense. The purchasing power pf 
the dollar, considering the- year 
1926 to be on the basis of 100, has 
been somewhere between 125 and 
116 during the last few years, 
reaching the latter point only 
when the price rise started re- 
cently due to war conditions 
abroad. In other words, the dol- 
lar buys $1.16 worth of goods to- 
day as compared with 1926 and 
hence devaluation of the dollar 
has been an academic matter thus, 
far.As for foreign countries, how- 
ever, they have benefited by the 
fact that America was willing to 
trade $35 for an ounce of gold in- 
stead of $20.67 and this enrich- 
ment came five years ago as Eu- 
rope began preparing for another 
war. 
Even Russia and Germany 


have benefited indirectly by the 
bonus on gold because all ex- 
change prices for gold have been 
influenced by the purchases en- 
gaged in by America. In effect, 
the United States government as 
the biggest buyer of gold has been 
chief instrumentality for holding 
the price of .gold at $35 an ounce. 
All nations naturally like to get 
more American dollars or English 
pounds for their gold than they 
used to get. 


Incidentally, the above figures 


do not take into account the silver 
bonus given by the American 
government to the rest of the 
world. Silver has been bought at 
a price two or threee times the 
market price prevailing previous 
to the treasury's adventures in the 
realm of silver price fixing. Here 
,00 what the United States gov- 
ernment pays for silver makes the 
world price. Other silver mining 
countries have benefited by the 
x>nus and while it is by no means 
as large as the gold bonus it is 
ubstantial 
in amount and has

"Because of my long-standing 
interest in the world mission ol 
Christianity, an interest which 
am sure you have sensed in the 
year and a half during which 
have been with you, it did not 
take me long to decide that I 
should go.

charge to another, albeit a rather 
unusual distance! Yet we feel that 
this is an opportunity to take a 
more vital part in the world mis- 
sion of Christianity, and that is 
the basic reason for our decision. 


"We are to go for a period of 


five years and then may decide 
whether we shall stay in South 
America or return to this conti- 
nent. It will be a number of weeks 
before we leave Newburgh. De- 
tails concerning the conclusion of 
my work here and a plan for the 
pastoral relations committee to 
follow looking toward the future 
will be worked out at the official 
board meeting to be held next 
Thursday evening. Dr. MacDon- 
aW, our district superintendent, 
will be present at that meeting. 


"Mrs. Legg and I have been 


very happy during our brief so- 
journ in Newburgh. and we shall i 
go with the coacMuraess of tav- 


ing real friends here. We believe 
that you will be sympathetic 
toward our decision and that our 
going will serve only to heighten 
the passion which we all share to 
make Christ known to all the 
world."
